(8.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly  speci¬ 
fied  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page ;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.

— For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a?)  of 
subsection  (2)  of  section  119  of  the  “  Government  Liquor  Act,”  being  chapter  146  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  as  amended  by  section  31  of  the  “  Government  Liquor  Act  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1930,”  the  Liquor  Control  Board  makes  the  following  regulation,  to  be  known  as  Regulation 
No.  39  of  the  Liquor  Control  Board.

REGULATION  No.  39. 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  in  respect  of  the  delivery  of  liquor  within  the  Province  bv 
distillers,  the  conveyance  or  carrying  of  liquor  within  the  Province,  the  making  of  returns  bv  distillers 
of  their  sales  of  liquor,  and  for  the  checking  of  the  accuracy  of  any  such  returns : _ 
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THE  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  GAZETTE.  [October  30th,  1930. 


(1.)  In  this  regulation  “  Inspector”  shall  mean  any  Inspector  appointed  under  the  “  Government 
Liquor  Act.” 

(2.)  No  liquor  shall  be  delivered  or  be  conveyed  or  carried  from  a  distillery  (otherwise  than  by 
common  carrier  by  railway  or  water)  unless  a  serially  numbered  delivery  slip  thereof  on  a  form 
obtained  from  the  Board,  in  Form  A  in  the  Schedule  to  this  regulation,  is  first  made  out  in  quadrup¬ 
licate,  the  four  parts  thereof  to  be  numbered  (in  addition  to  the  serial  number)  and  to  be  known 
respectively  as  Delivery  Slip  No.  1,  No.  2,  No.  3,  and  No.  4 ;  nor  unless  the  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1,  2, 
and  3  have  been  handed  to,  and  are  in  the  possession  of,  the  person  in  chai’ge  of  the  vehicle  by  which 
the  liquor  is  delivered  or  conveyed  or  carried. 

(3.)  Delivery  Slip  No.  4  shall  in  every  case  be  retained  in  the  distillery  from  which  the  liquor 
was  delivered,  or  conveyed,  or  carried. 

(4.)  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  vehicle  by  which  liquor  is  delivered,  or  conveyed,  or  carried 
from  a  distillery  shall : — 

(a.)  On  request  of  any  Inspector  or  constable,  or  any  officer  designated  by  the  Board,  produce 
for  inspection  the  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  herein  prescribed,  in  respect  of  that 
liquor : 

(6.)  On  delivery  of  the  liquor  to  the  consignee,  or  common  carrier  by  railway  or  water,  as 
the  case  may  be,  hand  to  the  consignee  or  such  common  carrier  Delivery  Slip  No.  2 
and  obtain  his  signature  to  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1  and  3  : 

(c.)  On  so  obtaining  the  signature  as  aforesaid,  forward  Delivery  Slips  Nos.  1  and  3  to  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  distillery  from  which  the  liquor  was  delivered,  or  conveyed,  or 
carried,  who  shall  retain  Delivery  Slip  No.  3  in  the  distillery  and  shall  forward  Delivery 
Slip  No.  1  with  Form  B  as  provided  in  clause  5  of  the  regulation. 

(5.)  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  distillery  from  which  any  delivery  or  shipment  of  liquor  is  made 
during  any  week  shall  on  the  Monday  next  following  forward  to  the  Board  a  return  in  Form  B  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  regulation. 

(6.)  Every  person  in  charge  of  a  distillery  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of  any  Inspector, 
or  any  officer  designated  by  the  Board,  admit  such  Inspector  or  officer  to  all  parts  of  the  distillery  for 
the  purpose  of  making  inspections  therein  and  for  the  checking  of  the  accuracy  of  returns  made  by  any 
distiller ;  and  shall  thereupon  produce  and  submit  to  such  Inspector  or  officer,  for  his  inspection,  all 
books,  documents,  and  records  kept  therein  and  all  the  liquor  had  or  kept  therein,  and  shall  furnish  to 
such  Inspector  or  officer  such  assistance  as  may  be  required  by  him  for  the  making  of  any  inspection 
of  the  records  or  of  the  liquor  so  had  or  kept. 

(7.)  The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  come  into  force  and  take  effect  on  and  from 
the  1st  day  of  November,  a.d.  1930.
